There is n possibility that the fundi 
lar appearing sandbox, the useful aud 
ornamental addition to a locomotive 
boiler, will in the near future be rele­ 
gated to the scrap heap along with the 
Iron brake wheels aud link aud pin 
couplers of primitive railroading.

Its place a weird creation will be erect­ 
ed to startle the traveling public. 
This will be a dynamo, an Invention 
of a Baltimore man. 
Not only will It 
take the place of the sandbox in pro­ 
viding a remedy for slipping wheels, 
but, according to the optimistic ideas 
of the Inventor, it will add about fib 
per cent to tin* efficiency of the locomo­ 
tive to which it is applied by increas­ 
ing its adhesion to the rails and conse­ 
quently the tractive power. 
The theory is that when the train Is 
to be started the current of electricity 
can be thrown into tho steel tires of 
tho drivers, making them powerful 
magnates, which will attract the steel 
rails, obviating all chances of slipping.
